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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The microwave heating attachment 
of independent claim 1 and the heating assembly of claim 17 defines over the prior art of record since the 
prior art does not teach, suggest or render obvious a heating attachment for improving uniformity of 
microwave heating of a food product in a container, comprising a shield of microwave-reflective material, 
a cradle configured for attaching the shield to the container in an operative association in which the 
container is disposed in a heating space surrounded by the shield such that the shield improves the 
uniformity of microwave heating of a food product within the container, and at least one portion that 
prevents upward extraction of the container from the heating space, the heating attachment sufficiently 
surrounding the container in the operative association to capture the container for promoting breakage of 
the heating attachment when the container is removed therefrom to inhibit or prevent reuse of the heating 
attachment.
